THE ARBITRATORS. 
HOUSE REPUBLICANS. 
Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuincrox, D. C. Jan.g27.—The Republic- 
an Representatives in caucus this morning se- 
lected Gen. Garfield and George F, Hoar as the 
Republican members of the House branch of 
the Grand Electoral Tribunal. It will be use- 
less to pretend that this result was accomplish- 
ed without very considerable manifestation of 
bitter feeling onthe part of the Republicans 
who voted against the Compromise bill tewards 
those who voted for it. There was a full at- 
tendance of members. The only point of dif- 
ference before the caucus was whether both of 
the Republican members should be chosen from 
that branch of the party which proposed 
the bill, or whether both branches 
should be represented. There were a few who 
thought that the two Republican metubers of 
the Commission should be 
HOAR AND M’CRARY, 
who had assisted in framing the bill, but in view 
of the fact that sixty-eight Republicans voted 
against it, and but thirty-one for it, it was gen- 
erally conceded by the friends of the bill that 
the two opinions should be represented on the 
Commission by their principal cxponents. The 
choice of Gen. Garfleld to represent the opposi- 
tion was eminently natural and appropriate, 
and was unanimous. The contest be- 
gan with the nomination for the 
second place. The following were 
named as candidates for the place: Frye, Hoar, 
Kasson, Townsend, Lapham, and McCrary. Mr. 
Frye made a short speech nominating Hale, in 
which he succeeded in getting the caucus by the 
ears. Fryeis impetuous and hot-headed, not 
judicial. He insisted that the Republican ma- 
jority of the House should alone be represented 
on this important Commission; that there 
HAD BEEN SURRENDER ENOUGH 
of Republican convictions, and principles, and 
advantages, and that, above all things, the sec- 
ond member of that Commission should 
be one whose Republicanism was un- 
doubted. He made it distinctly to 
ap that he questioned the Republicanism 
of George Willard, of Michigan. This declara- 
tion was as impolitic as it was unjust and un- 
fair. A good many of the opponents of the 
compromise went into the caucus convinced that 
the Republicans who favored the compromise 
should be read out of the party. This feeling 
was soon manifested in the caucus, but before 
the end it appeared that there were 
NOT ENOUGH TO DO THE READING... 
Frye’s speech and subsequent proceedings had 
the effect of alienating nearly the entire New 
York delegation from the Hale movement. 
Indeed, the special friends of Conkling in 
the delegation would vote for a very 
poor man before they would indorse anybody 
from Blaine’s State. Frye intimated also that 
Hoar was not a candidate. From Hoar's 
speech, however, this appeared not to be true. 
If it was true at the time Frye said so, the tone 
of Frye’s speech towards the friends of the 
compromise was so decided and hostile as to 
induce Hoar to 
CHANGE HIS MIND. 
Hoar made a few conversational remarks 
deprecating any feeling and urging harmony. 
The partisanship between the two fac- 
tions, howeyer. waxed very warm, and 
several ballots were taken before the 
election was declared. The contest 
speedily narrowed down to Hale and Hoar. On 
the first ballot Hoar had 32 and Hale 10. On the 
next two ballots Hale had 39 and Hoar 4. 
Forty-one votes were necessary to elect. On 
the last ballot Hoar received 43 votes. This ex- 
hibition of fecling is much regretted by the 
moderate men. One of the extremists said 
that those who favored the bill should have 
been read outof the party long ago. Others 
suggested that the party was 
MORE IN NEED OF VOTES 
than of the ostracism of its members. It has 
been long since there was such an exciting cau- 
cus among the House Republicans. Quite a 
number withdrew before the final result was 
known, giving very marked expression to their 
displeasure at the temper of the caucus. 
Among those were most of the Massachusetts 
Republicans, and Hurlbut and Fort of Iliinois. 
The argument for Hoar was that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to fulfill the spirit of the com-

prevailed, and during the day the bitterness 
which had becn engendered partially passed 
away.

If Hoar had not been selected by the caucus 
the Democrats say that the majority in the 
House would have refused to elect Hale, and 
would have moved the substitution of Hoar’s 
name in his place, on the ground that it would 
be a violation of the spirit of the compromise 
to have two opponents of the measure on the 
Republican side placed upon the Commission. 

THE BILL. 

The President was absent from the city to- 
day, and will not return until late in the even- 
ing. As the enrolled Compromise bill was not 
signed in the two Houses until to-day it cannot 
receive the President’s signature until Monday. 
He will then most certainly sign it. He has 
becn fully aware of its provisions from the 
start, and took great interest in its prog- 
ress in Committee. Edmunds and Conk- 
ling constantly explained its provisions. 
Those who have talked with the 
President say that he has, in approving the bill, 
frequently referred to the following passage in 
his letter to Gen. Sherman of Noy. 10; “No 
man worthy the office of President should be 
willing to hold it if counted in or placed there 
by any fraud. Either party can afford to be dis- 
appointed in the result, but the country cannot 
afford to have the result tainted by the suspicion 
of illegal or false returns.” 

THE TRIPARTITE COMMISSION. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasurneror, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Republican 
caucus has chosen Garfield and Hoar as the 
representatives of the party on the House 
branch to the Tripartite Electoral Commission. 
Mr. McCrary declined a nomination. Mr. Hoar 
had 42 votes to 40 for Hale. Garfield was the 
unanimous choice. 

The balloting was preceded bva brief but 
somewhat animated discussion, in which Repre- 
sentatives Frye and Hoar were the principal 
participants. Mr. Frye insisted that no doubt- 
ful Republicans should be placed on this Com- 
mission. Mr. Hoar, being one of those at whom 
this remark was apparently aimed, revelled the 
imputation with earnestness, and said he neither 
sought nor wanted an appointment on the Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Frye then stated he had no reference 
whatever to Mr. Hoar, and, although he (Frye) 
had nominated Hale, he had not the slightest 
doubt of Hoar’s fidelity to Republican prin- 
ciples or of his discharging the duties that 
might be devolved upon bim with high ability 
and perfect fairness, but he (Frye) would object 
to the appointment of any weak-knecd Repub- 
lican as a member of the Tribunal, and he 
thought Mr. Willard, of Michigan, who had 
peen a member of the Joint Committee, came 
within that category. 

Mr. Willard made avery sharp and spirited 
reply, and the balloting proceeded with the re- 
sult above stated.

OREGON. 
ON THE TRAIL. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Wasuixctonm, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Senate 
Elections Committee is close on the trail of the 
Oregon money transaction. Bush, of the Ore- 
gon banking firm of Ladd & Bush, testified that 
the $8,000 which came from Martin & Runyon, 
and Pelton, Tilden’s secretary, on the 6th of 
December, was received by his bank to pay fees 
to lawyers who had been retained to take care 
of the Democrats in the Oregon Electoral Col- 
lege. The money was returned to New York 
without being used. About the same time he 
was notified from San Francisco that funds had 
been placed to his credit to the amount 
of $7,200, of which be paid 86,200 to Bellinger, 
Chairman of the Democratic Central Commit- 
tee. He understood the money was used to fee 
lawy@s who had been employed to advise with 
the Democratic Executive Committee concerning

THE ELECTORAL VOTE.

THE EAST. 
GLADSTONBE’S SENTIMENTS. 

Lowpon, Jan. 27.—Mr. Gladstone, in a speech 
at Taunton to-day, said: We ought to mind 
our own business, and why we should mind the 
Eastern question is because we have chosen to 
make it our own question. It was made our 
business under circumstances which no True- 
hearted Englishman will disown. I have heard 
within afew days the tenor of a letter from 
Mr. Schuyler, the United States Secretary 
of Legation and Consul General at Constanti- 
nople, in which he says he is about to make a 
furtber report on the trials and executions in 
the State of Bulgaria. I think you will find in 
it,’ he writes, * abundant confirmation of the re- 
mark at which Selim Effendi took offense.’ I 
quote this, because those who wish to lull the 
people of England into an ignoble slumber are 
fond of saying there has been exaggeration on 
this subject. 

THERE HAS BEEN NO EXAGGERATION 
except the exaggeration that the Turks had in 
their capacity and desire of reform. Do not 
listen to that for a moment; but as to the black 
deeds done in Bulgaria, the whole vocabulary of 
human language is ingufficient to paint them as 
they deserve.“ 

The people of England are bound to resist the 
seductive language of those who tell them now 
the Conference has met and failed. There 
is no more to be done. It is you, 
the people of England, whose re- 
sources and whose actions have maintained 
Turkey in the position of power she has abom- 
‘Imably misused. After the Crimean war the 
European Powers took the engagement of Tur- 
key to do ber part. They declared by the 
treaty of Paris they would not interfere with 
her in the fulfillment of that engagement. The 
result is that the treaty of Kainardji, concluded 
a century ago, which gave Russia the right to 
interfere for the protection af Turkey’s Chris- 
tian subjects, was destroyed, and we, in con- 
junction with France, 

DESTROYED THAT RIGHT. 
Can anything be more plain than if we de- 
stroyed that right we cannot divest ourselves of 
the allegation to put in its place something 
equivalent or better. Therefore, to say our re- 
sponsibilities are discharged by having sent hon- 
orable men to Constantinople to give the Porte 
good advice, and thea come away with nothing 
but refusal, that advice is nothing more nor 
less than mockery. Doubtless you have read on 
various occasions speeches of the Prime Minis- 
ter. 
“T have not sought to make this speech an at- 
tack on the Government. I think we are justi- 
fied in attacking them, and it is just possible at 
the proper time i may be taking a share in do- 
ing so. But the settling of past accounts is of 
secondary consequence. The Prime Minister 
has repeatedly dwelt on the importance 
of maintaining what he calls the faith 
of treaties. Now the vital qustion for us is 
this: Are the treaties of 1556 in force or not? 
Turkey had not fulfilled her obligations, aad 
therefore the treaties are not in force. I hold 
it to be ridiculous, I hold it to be monstrous, to 
say they are in force as between Turkey and us. 
If the treaties are in force I hardly know what 
liberties you possess. You are 
IN A DISGRACEFUL POSITION, 
you became accessories in the maintenance of a 
power marked with perhaps the deepest dis- 
grace recorded in the whole history of man- 
kind. The Turkish Constitution was worse than 
an imposture, because it committed the Chris- 
tian minority to the tender mercies of the Mo- 
hwomedan majerity inthe Council to which 
we are invited to leave the task of doing justice 
to the Porte’s subjects. 
IN CONCLUSION, 
Gladstone said the good fame of England was 
never more completely at stake. If the inces- 
sant dinning into our cars of maintenance of 
British interests, if the infusion of every word 
of suspicion against the policy of Russia, if the 
abuse of those unhappy Turkish Christians,— 
wha, having been an enslaved people, are neces- 
sarily in such respects open to the de- 
moralizing influence of silavery,—if the 
recent invention of the Turkish Constitution 
made to order and intended to act as a bar to 
the propositions uf the Conference; if by these 
or any other like device (for I must say the 
imagination of the Turkish press of this coun- 
try is fertile beyond anything in manufacturing 
them); if by these things you are going 
to be drawn aside from the great 
purpose you have in view, then 
we shall leave to posterity the melancholy les- 
son that the people of England, having long 
dwelt in the spathy which was due to the igno- 
rance that we ali labored under, and having been 
once awakened tothe gailant and noble effort 
in favor of the principles of humanity, justice, 
and freedom, were content to be 
LULLAD TO SLEEP AGAIN.

FOLLOWING BEPORT: 


To the Healih Department of the City of Chicago: 
In conformity with the request of your Superintend- 
ent, a large assemblage of physicians convened 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel on the evening of the 
25th inst., to consult on the sanitary condition of 
the city, and especially as to the most effectual 
means of checking the scarlet fever and diphtheria 
under which it has for some time suffered. At 
this time the undersigned were appointed to pre- 
pare and presenta report on the subject toa sub- 
sequent meeting. In fulfillment of the duty thus 
imposed, the subjoined report is made: 

It is clearly true hat the conservation of the 
public health is one of the most manifest duties of 
avy Civilized people, and the subject cannot 
the consideration and care of civil governments. 
At all times, and especially in times like the pres- 
ent, the Health Department of the city should be 
conducted on principles of strict economy; but we 
think sufficient money could be diverted from our 

ent munificent expenses for the public chari- 
ties of the county, and that without impairing their 
usefulness, to give an incre security to the 
laves and health of those outside of these institu- 
tions. Even liberal expenditures would be war- 
ranted, if for anything, for the purposes we seek: 
for, aside from the mental and physical pain that 
sickness brings to individuals and families, it is the 
most expensive misfortune that can rest upon a 
pie; and to the poor it is an overwhelming bur- 
en. Disease checks the production of wealth, 
and neeessitates its largely increased consumption 
in the case of the sick, while the lives that are sac- 
rificed havea substantial value to the State. View- 
ing the question in this its lowest aspect. 
it is clear that a r regard 
for our commercial, social, and pecuniary interests 
demand that a residence in the city should be ren- 
dered safe, salubrious, and agreeable. Nature has 
given the surroundings that should make Chicago 
one of the most healthful cities of the earth, and 
all that ie necessary to the realization of this con- 
dition is the intelligent co-operation of the citi- 
zens. 

We think the Board of Health should be or- 
ganized with powers adequate to the accomplish- 
ment of this purpose. As to scarlet fever, the 
more immediate subject of our inquiry, we count 
it among the most contagious of diseases, and of 
its fatality the many stricken homes ef this and 
other cities are a painful attestation. The disease 
when established, has a course largely controlled 
by the laws of nature. Most cases undisturbed 
in their go on to their recovery, while 
those of a vated severity are not reprieved 
from death by the most enlightened and assiduous 
efiorts of both physician and friends. Therefore 
the public safety should be sought in efforts to pre- 
vent the disease from being disseminated. We be- 
lieve proper methods, faithfully carried out, would

INTRBCTION. 

Scarlatina and scariet fever, scarlet rash and 
canker rash, are one and the same disease. It is 
very infeetions. A very mild case may give rise, 
by infection, toa very severe one. Infection is 
contained in all discharges from the body during the 
progress of the disease and recovery, but more es- 
pecially from the skin during convalescence, and 
when the cuticle ia being shed. The dry particles 
which are separated from the skin are highly in- 
fectious, and retain their infectious nature for an 
unknown time, unless thoroughly disinfected. 
They are disseminated through the air, and become 
attached to articles of furniiure, clothing, drape- 
ries, wall-papers, etc. Thus the disease may read- 
ily be conveyed from one person to another by those 
one are not themselves suffering from it. It is also 
conveyed by bedding, — 2 furniture, and 

les, and by rooms which, having been 
have not had their ceil- 
ected, or had the wall-paper re- 
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sufferi ne disease should, on the 
termination of Illness, be at once disinfected. To 
effect this thorouchly. all crevices around windows 
and doors and the fire-place shouid be closed by 
pasting pieces Of paper over them. Lumps of 
sylphur (brimstone), one pound fer every u- 
nd cubie feet of space, should then be put into a 
metal dish, placed by means of tongs over a bucket 
: is being set fire to, the doors ‘should 
and the room should be allowed to re- 
thout interference for three or four hours. 
After this time the windows should be thrown 
open, and, when the fumes have disappeared, all the 
wood-work and walls should be thoroughly wasbed 
with seft-soap and water, te which carbolic acid 
has been added (one pint of the common liquid to 
three or four gallons of water), and the paper on 
the walle stripped off.

WHAT THE AUTHORITI OUGHT TO DO. 

(1) Require a report to the Health 11 of 
every case of contagious or infectious . 

(2) Officially inquire inte the origin of disease 
in each case. 

(3) Take such measures as will prevent com- 
munication between the infected location or house 
and those not infected by the placing of placards 
and other measures, which have been useful 
as warnings to the public; and by prohibiting 
children from infected houses from attending pub- 
lic schools; prohibiting public funerals of persons 
who have died from contagious or infectious dis- 
eases, and by enforcing the disinfection of clothing, 
furuiture, bed „ and the rooms used er occu- 

ied by persons who have had any contagious or 

n ous disease. 

If additional legislation is required to secure 
these measures it shonld be had without delay. 

The Committee carnestly recommend the people, 
the physicians of the city, and the pablic authori- 
ties, to adopt and enforce as far as possible sub- 
stantially the measures above recommended. Con- 
cerning the utility of these means there is among 
the educated physicians no important difference of 
opinion.

DISCUSSION. 

The report was considered by sections, and 
the only part which met with any serious objec- 
tion was that relating to the use of preventive 
medicines. 

Dr. Byford tried to have the language amend- 
ed so that it would read that such medicines do 
harm, and should not be given at all. He con- 
tended that they could not be taken for any 
length of time without interfering with diges- 
tion and assimilation, and causinginjury.

Having seen everv- 
thing tried that had been announced as a pre- 
ventive agency, and having found in his own ex- 
perience and in his reading ot authors who ha 
tried them, hé was convinced that thore was not 
an authentic example in which they had wrought 
other than harm. 

Dr. Henrotin said that be had used sulpho- 
carbolate of sodium in sixteen cases as a pre- 
ventive where the children were below 12 years 
of age and in immediate contact with a patient, 
cahlong from five to ten grain doses every three 

ours, and eleven took the disease and did 
not. Astaras his experience went, it had no 
preventive virtues. 

Dr. Ingals remarked that as strong a ¢ase 
could be made out from authorities in favor es 
against the use of preventive medicines. While 
he had never seen beneficial effects derived 
from them, he had p them for families 
who wanted them. 

Dr. Johnson urged, as there were doubts, they 
should express themselves cautiously.

The peo- 
ple, the physicians, and the authorities are 
fully aroused to the frightful spread of the 
disease, and there will now be every effort 
made to check it that can be secured by pub- 
lic, professional, and private apprehension. 
Professional jealousies and conflicting theories 
among the doctors may not permit the pub- 
lic consultation of the physicians to be as pro- 
ductive of good results as they ought to be, 
but we are confident that there are enough 
skillful and conscientious physicians in the 
city to prevent the trial of pernicious rem- 
edies. Meantime, the public authorities are 
prepared to act upon the best suggestions, 
and every family will feel the necessity of 
securing from the regular medical attendant 
advice as to the proper sanitary precautions 
tovtake. If there shall be a general observ- 
ance of the laws of health, with particular 
reference to the prevailing epidemic, there 
is little doubt that in a few weeks the disease 
may be confined to its ordinary limits. 


Elsewhere we print the text of a bill intro- 
duced into the House of Representatives by 
the Hon. 8. B. Currrenpzx, of New York, 
providing for resumption of specie pay- 
ments by funding greenbacks at the option 
of the holder into four per cent forty-year 
bonds. It is believed that the public would 
gradually fund them into such obligations. 
Those bonds would be at par with the 


greenbacks, and for all practical purposes 
would pass from hand to hand as money in 
all large transactions, As the New York 
Times remarks : 

There is not the slightest reason to doubt that, 
with legal-tender notes worth 94% (as they are 
when gold is worth 106), and with money lending 
at the rates which now prevail at all the financial 
centres of the country, funding in such a bond as 
is provided for in Mr. Curtrew~pen's bill would 
gradually and without shock bring the notes to 
par, and lead the way to complete and permanent 
resumption. No surer, more simple, or safer 
method of fulfilling the pledge to resume in 1879 
could be devised, and none more sound in princi- 
ple. We hope that there is sense cnough in Con- 
gress to take up the question. And since the argu- 
ments for and against it have long since become 
familiar, there should be no objection to passing 
the necessary legislation before the 3d of March. 
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The items of taxation and revenue in 
Franco may be of interest to Americans, who 
have for many years passed through a sys- 
tem of taxation such as few people have ever 
endured. In the figures given we have com- 
puted five francs as equal to $1. The total 
revenue of France for 1877 is put down at 
$547,000,000. Of this sum, $34,460,000 are 
the proceeds of land tax; $11,700,000, per- 
sonal tax; doorand window tax, $8,000,000; 
patents, $31,000,000; $750,000 from mines ; 
and $2,000,000 from horses and carriages.

The interchange of commodities and the 
employment of labor must be resumed, and 
already that resumption has begun. We 
have added largely to our exports, conse- 
quently our production has increased, and 
with increased production there are increased 
labor and increased means with which — 
purchase for consumption. The season 
advanced so far that men now look forward 
to the resumption of trade, of building, and 
of many lines of employment suspended 
during the winter. The days are lengthen- 
ing, and the weeks of probable winter are 
getting fewer; the sun is growing warmer ; 
and there is a general increase of hopeful- 
ness and promise that within a brief period 
the country will enter on a period of renewed 
activity and prosperity. 

PEACE, GOOD-WILL, AND PROSPERITY. 

One long sigh of relief has gone through 
the ength and breadth of the land upon the 
definite adoption of the scheme for arbi- 
trating the count of the Electoral vote. It 
is not yet determined whether Harzs or 
Tron shall be President for the next four 
years; that is for the Commission of Su- 
preme Judges to decide. But a fair and 
peaceful settlement is assured, and that is 
all the American people have desired. The 
great advantage to the country is that both 
parties are concluded by the agreement to 
abide by the decision of the tribunal ap- 
pointed, and that both are precluded from 
the right of contest, or even of protest, no 
matter what the result may be. The agree- 
ment has brought the country the assurance 
that neither office-holders nor office-seekers 
can appeal to party passions to sustain a 
resistance to the peaceable inauguration of 
the next President, whether he be Mr. Tu- 
pew or Mr. Hares, but that he will take the 
place with as much authority as if he had 
received a majority of one hundred Elect- 
oral votes instead of one, and with the 
unanimous assent of the American people. 

There was no other way than by an agree- 
ment to arbitrate that this glorious result 
could have been attained Suppose the 
counsels of the extreme Republicans had 
been obeyed, and the Senate had sustained 
its presiding officer in exercising a judicial 
prerogative by discriminating in all cases 
where two sets of returns have been made ; sup- 
pose Gov. Harzs had thas been declared elect- 
ed by a single vote ; and suppose the Demo- 
crats, simply to avoid civil strife and blood- 
shed, had permitted him to be inaugurated 
President under these conditions,—what 
hope would there have been for his Adminis- 
tration, for the Republican party, or for the 
country? Every Democrat in the land would 
have felt in his heart that he had been cheat- 
ed, and to the Democrats would have been 
added a large class of Republicans who have 
not been able to persuade themselves that 
the Constitution authorizes and much less 
enjoins upon the President of the Senate 
the count of the Electoral votes. Har 
would have been denounced as a usurper, and 
all those who assisted him to his office in 
that manner would have been branded as po- 
litical adventurers and scoundrels. The 
country would not have heard the last of it 
during the four years of his term, even if he 
were allowed to retain the office so long. 
The issue would have been fought over at 
every State, county, city, and town election 
throughout the United States, and the peo- 
ple would have been distressed and the busi- 
ness of the country continually depressed by 
an interminable political uproar. Harzs 


| would have entered upon the administration 


of the Government with a Congress opposed 
to him, and feeling warranted, under the cir- 
cumstances, to hamper and annoy him at 
every step. No policy he could have adopt- 
ed, no matter how wise or patriotic, would 
have conciliated the public so long as he 
should be regarded as a usurper. Hares him- 
self would have retired finally under discom- 
fiture, and his party would have been so 
overwhelmingly defeated that a recovery 
would have been the toil of years. 

On the other hand, suppose the counsels 
of the extreme Democrats had been follow- 
ed; suppose the Democratic majority in the 
House of Representatives had assumed the 
right to elect Mr. Torx without awaiting 
an agreement that there had been a failure 
to elect by the people; and suppose the Re- 
publicans had submitted to this high-handed 
proceeding rather than resort to violent re- 
sistance,—would Tom have been léss a 
usurper, and would his Administration have 
been beset with any fewer embarrassments ? 
Then the whole Republican party would 
have protested, and they would have been 
joined by the conservative Democrats who 
have not made up their minds that a Con- 
gressional cabal in one House may with im- 
punity override the laws and the Constitu- 
tion. The entire country would have 
lived under the apprehension that so 
desperate a scheme would not have been re- 
sorted to without some ulterior design of 
even more sinister character, and the dread 
of a Rebel raid on the United States Treas- 
ury would have depreciated the Government 
credit. The battle in that case would like- 
wise have been fought over at every local 
election during the four years, and nothing 
that Mr. TD could say, and nothing that 
his friends could do, would have sufficed to 
quiet the public fears or satisfy the popular 
clamor for an atonement for the wrong done 
to justice. The Democratic party in this 
case would have paid the penalty of its ragh- 
ness in subsequent defeat; but the business 
of the country would have suffered all the 
same. 

As it is, the man who shall be inaugurated 
President on the 4th of March next will 
have a clear title to the office, and enter upon 
his duties and responsibilities with the con- 
sciousness of rightful possession and the best 
wishes of the people for the success of a 
patriotic policy. We believe that the Presi- 
dency will be awarded to Gov. Harzs; and, 
if it prove to be so, he will receive it under 
conditions that will enable him to adminis- 
ter the Government without the thralldom of 
the extremists of his own party as well as 
without the factious opposition of the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress. He will be free from 
the outset to inaugurate a policy of recon. 
ciliation as to the South, and of civil-service 
reform as to the whole country. No poli- 
ticians or place-hunters will be able to say to 
him that he owes his position to them, for 
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and their permanent adhesion to the Crown. 
A late issue of the London Times, containing 
a description of the ceremonies at Delhi con- 
sequent upon the accession of VICTORIA as 
Empress of India, contains several particulars 
which illustrate this theory of English policy. 

The correspondent of the Tunes, who was 
present at the pageant, writes that on the 
following day a gazette extraordinary was 
published containing lists of the honors 
awarded. The first notification is the grant- 
ing of the salutes of twenty-one guns for 
life to the Maharajahs Scindia and Holkar, 
and the Maharajahs of four other places, 
while forty-five smaller Chiefs get salutes 
varying from nineteen tonine guns. All the 
Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, members 
of the Supreme Council, and also 
certain Maharajahs, are invested with the 
title of ‘‘ Counselor of the Empress.” Ti- 
tles of ‘‘Maharajah” are conferred upon a 
number of native gentlemen, and ot Ma- 
haranee upon an equal number of native 
ladies. Three hereditary titles are confer- 
red. The Guikwar is to be called The 
Child of the English Government”; Scindia, 
‘*'The Sword of the Empire”; and the Ma- 
harajah of Cashmere, The Shield of the 
Indian Empire.” It was a happy day for 
convicts when Viorom became Empress, 
for on that day 10 per cent of them, being 
16,000 in number, were released, after the 
Oriental fashion, and partial remissions of 
sentence were granted to those imprisoned 
for short terms. Even the terms of the Mu- 
tiny Amnesty of 1859 were enlarged, and all 
the actors in that awful tragedy were par- 
doned upon condition of returning home 
and future good behavior. A unique fea- 
ture of the pardon business was the release 
of all civil prisoners whose debts are not 
over 100 rupees and the payment of their 
debts by the State,—a measure of Executive 
clemency which will arouse a lively feeling 
of eavy in less-favored debtors’ prisons in 
other parts of the world. The Punjab Col- 
lege has been raised to the dignity of a uni- 
versity, and has the privilege of conferring 
degrees. The native army is allowed several 
advantages of increased bounty and pay. 
The military order of British India for native 
Officers is increased, and every native in- 
fantry regiment is to have a brass band. 

These are the principal agencies relied 
upon by the British Government to secure 
the loyalty of the native Chiefs and aristo- 
crats to the new Empress of India. They 
have at least the merit of being inexpensive. 
It costs nothing to give the Maharajah of 
Cashmere twenty-one guns for life, with the 
probability that the opportunity may never 
occur when it will be necessary to burn pow- 
der in his honor. Titles of ‘‘ Counselor of 
the Empress, Maharajah,” Maharanee, 
“The Child of the English Government,” 
and The Shield of the Indian Empire,” are 
dirt-cheap. It is possible, of course, that 
Great Britain may secure loyalty at this 
ridiculously cheap figure, but it is also possi- 
ble that an emergency may occur of such 
gravity as to show that these Chiefs have not 
been pleased with their rattle nor tickled 
with their straw. 
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THE DOCTORS AND THE SCARLET FEVER. 

Well, the doctors have met. The allopath- 
ists have met. The homeopathists have 
met. The big pills have met. The little 
pills have met. The Superintendent of 
Health, who wanted them to meet, has also 
met, and he has been rewarded for his desire 
to have them meet by a corresponding desire 
on their part to bounce him. There are 
probably a thousand doctors in the city and 


| four or five medical colleges full of fledglings 


who will soon have perm ssion to attach an 
M. D. to their names, which indicates, even if 
it does not stand for, More Dosing. Of this 
number several hundred have been in coun- 
cil upon scarlet fever, diphtheria, and other 
epidemics now scourging the city and mowing 
down the children at an appalling rate. 
Meanwhile, those afflicted with these diseases 
in their homes, and those apprehensive lest 
the Red Death may any moment stalk in 
upon them and snatch away their little ones, 
have waited in the bope that there might be 
wisdom in many counselors, and that they 
would point out the avenue of escape from 
the horrible malignity and cruel dispatch 
with which these epidemics seize upon and 
hurry their victims to the grave. The re- 
ports of their meetings, however, as printed 
in the daily press, will not bring much of 
comfort to the sick-room, or of assur- 
ance to those who are apprehensive of 
attack. The allopathists at the outset 
do not agree with the homeopathists, 
and vice versa, Neither do allopathists or 
homeopathists agree with themselves. It 
only remains for the eclectics to meet and 
disagree with all the rest to make the confu- 
sion of discord complete. Dr. Bzxsz’s pre- 
ventive seems to have been the dete noir of 
both assemblies. The allopathists oppose it 
because he is a homeopathist, and the home- 
opathists oppose it because he administers it 
in allopathic form. Dr. Bezsz having used 
the sulpho-carbolate of soda with excellent 
results in his practice, not having lost a case, 
gives it to the public, when straightway 
uprises an allopathist and puts his foot on it 
because he has used it and lost cases, and 
then uprises a homeopathist, who puts his foot 
on it because he has used it and lost cases, 
the one because he followed in the wake of a 
homeopathist, and the other because he 
committed the unpardonable sin of depart- 
ing from the formulas. Forif Dr. Burn 
can use it in an allopathic dose and cure his 
patient, what becomes of the infinitesimal ? 
In other words, trample out the cure, but 
preserve the disease if the third decimal 
attenuation of the prophylactic is 
to be endangered. But, gentlemen, 
both of the big and little pills, if we may 
not have the su)pho-carbolate of soda, what 
may we have? Shall it be belladonna? This 
will not do, because it is a homeopathic 
remedy. The allopathists must not use it. 
If the homeopathists use it, to what degree 
of attenuation shall it be used, or shall it be 
used at all? One homeopathist says it is 
dangerous to use it indiscriminately. An- 
other informs us that it acts as a predispo- 
nent. Another doesn’t believe in it, because 
he has tried it and it has failed, while the 
most successful doctor in the city seems to 
have been the one who has used it in thirds : 
and sixths and other attenuations, and lost 
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homeopathists inform us that it is success- 
ful. You homeopathists inform us that 
germs and 

in- 
form us that there is no drug of any sort 
that can do this! If you who have made 
medicine and disease the study of your lives 
are still only in the region of experiment, 80 
far as scarlet fever is concerned, and cannot 
agree upon anything that will save us from 
it, why not cease wrangling, drop jealousies, 
and have the frankness to confess ignorance 
of the remedy, meanwhile giving us such 
results of your experience as may enable us 
at least to isolate the disease and keep it 
from spreading? 

For, while you are wrangling, the Fever 
does not wait, and Death stands by, grinning 
at your technical discussions. He is reaping 
a fearful harvest while you are expending 
your enmities and humors upon each other. 
There are hundreds of saddened homes all 
over the city in which the prattle of the 
children is heard no longer. There are 
hundreds of other homes—homes in 
hovels and in marble fronte—where the 
little sufferers are tossing about in their 
pain. There are hundreds of other 
homes marked by the Destroyer as the next 
to be visited. You cannot restore the sun- 
shine in the darkened homes; but, in the 
name of common humanity, can you not 
agree upon some relief for the suffering and 
some preventive that shall baffle this malig- 
nant fever-fiend and keep it out of the 
homes where it has not yet come? Can you 
not for once, gentlemen of all schools, come 
together and concentrate your knowledge 
and experience to devise some method of 
checking this horrible scourge? 


THE STATE-HOUSE BUSINESS. 

The State-House at Springfield is com- 
pleted; that is to say, the Commissioners 
have expended the whole sum of money,— 
$3,500,000,—authorized to be expended. As 
the Constitution expressly required the com- 
pletion of the work for the sum named, and 
as the money has been expended, the pre- 
sumption is that the work is complete. We 
regret to have it to say thay this presumption 
is not warranted by the facts. The Com- 
missioners report that they have used up all 
the money, and that it will require from 
$530,000 to $666,000 to finish the building. 
The Constitution adopted in 1870, before the 
contracts were let for this State-House, pro- 
vides : 

The General Assembly shall not appropriate out 
of the State Treasury, or expend on account of the 
new Capitol grounds, and construction, comple- 
tion, and furnishing of the State- House, a sum ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $3, 590,000, inclusive of 
all appropriations heretofore made, without frst 
submitting the proposition for an additional ex- 
penditure to the legal voters of the State at a gen- 
eral election, nor unless a majority of all the votes 
cast at such election shall be for the proposed ex- 
penditure. 

It can hardly be claimed that there is any 
ambiguity in this provision, or chat any man 
having intelligence nough to serve as Com- 
missioner could labor under any mistake as 
to its meaning. Nevertheless, the three Com- 
missioners have proceeded, and have expend- 
ed all the money at their command, and the 
building is incomplete. In the report of 
these same Commissioners made two years 
ago they informed the Legislature that the 
whole work would be done at a cost within 
the sum limited by the Constitution. 
Though the Constitution was adopted as 
long ago as 1870, these Commissioners did 
not discover that there would be a deficiency 
until since the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture in 1875. The foundations of the build- 
ing cost $465,687. In 1869 the plans and 
estimates of the architect were submitted to 
a committee of the Legislature and of ex- 
perts. This Commission made many changes 
in the original plan, which changes increased 
the total cost $293,100, which made the 
whole cost of the building above the founda- 
tion $3,031,040. Including the cost of the 
foundation the total sum asked was $3,496,- 
727.53. On this basis the State Convention 
limited the total expenditure to $3,500,000. 
This was seven years ago, and during that 
time there has been a liberal reduction in the 
cost of all kinds of labor and of all materials. 
The Commissioners, after going on nearly 
six years under the delusion that there 
would be money enough, now have the cool 
impudence te brave public opinion in the 
following gushing manner : 


At the date of their last report the Commission- 
ers confidently expressed the opinion that the cost 
of the building would come within the constitu- 
tional limit, to-wit: $3.560,000. Before the close 
of the year 1875, it became evident there would be 
adeficiency. It hasarisen from different causes. 

As before stated, these changes increased the 
cost much beyond what the Commissioners had an- 
ticipated, and now they can only say, that, though 
the building will cost more than originally esti- 
mated, and more than the people had been assured 
it would cast, yet it will be grander, more magnifi- 
cent and imposing in its appearance, more sub- 
stantial and permanent, more beeutiful and sym- 
metrical in its proportions, much finer and richer 
in its finish, and more complete in all its parts, and 
still cost from $1,000,000 to $4, 000, 000 less than 
it was stated under oath by prominent architects 
and builders before an Investigating Committee 
the building could be erected for even after the 
original design. 

The Commissioners see some things which they 
could wish were different,—which they would 
change were the work to be done again, But in all 
their acts in the past, relying on and confiding in 
the good taste, judgement, and skill of the acting 
architect, and theirown judgment as to what would 
promote the interest, please and command the ap- 
proval of the great mass of the people, and acting 
honestly with that sole purpose in view, they have 
brought the work to ite present status, and now in 
its present unfinished condition tender it to the 
people through their representatives, not faultiess, 
but as possessing many excellences and beauties, 
and submit to them whether or not the Commis- 
sioners have rendered a fair equivalent,—a just 
and equitable consideration. 


The increased cost of the building is 
charged to certain changes proposed and 
adopted in 1869, a year before the constitu- 
tional limitation was made. All these changes 
in the plan were known and carried out in 
the interval between 1869 and 1875. And it 
was not until the Commissioners had ob- 
tained the last dollar that could be appropri- 
ated that they discovered there would be 
a deficiency of $666,000. The people em- 
ployed these men to build a State-House, 
complete, for $3,500,000; until the Com- 
missioners had got the last dollar out of the 
Treasury they insisted that the work would 
be finished within the limited price; and 
now, in return for the $3,500,000, they hand 
over a building which they say will cost 
$666,000 additional, or nearly 20 per cent 
more than the sum designated by the Con- 
stitution. We do not question the honesty 
of the Commissioners. We do deny that 
they have acted in good faith with the people. 
They have kept as a secret the fact that their

and as most sewage farms are at present under the 
control of ever-changing Town Counciis and Local 
Boards, whose members must, as a rule, be igno- 
rant of practical agriculture, and whose theories 
upon the subject may be wild and visionary, is it 
surprising that such poor returns have hitherto re- 
sulted from the application of town-sewage to the 
growth of crops? 

On the Continent, however, very success- 
ful experiments have been made. 


the pneumatic system, the refuse is carried 
direct from the houses through pneumatic 
channels worked from a pumping-station 
and delivered into receptacles, whence it, 
is distributed over the land, and 
crops upon such lands have been a per- 
fect success. The City of Berlin 
been divided into five districts for drain- 
age, each with its pumping-station. The 
entire cost of the sewerage works is esti- 
mated at $10,000,000. To utilize the sew- 
age, the city has purchased 2,000 acres of the 
light sandy soil north of the city and the 
same area south of the city, over which 
28,000,000 gallons of sewage are pumped 
daily. By this means the city is reclaiming 
4,000 acres of waste land, as the sand com- 
pletely absorbs and oxidizes the sewage, 
and in addition to this is purifying the River 
Spree, which has hitherto been the recepta- 
cle of the sewage of the whole city. In- 
fluenced by the success of experiments on 
the Continent, the English Committee has 
recommended the process of land-irrigation 
for agricultural purposes whenever local con- 
ditions are favorable, and that towns on the 
seacoast or tidal estuaries turn their sewage 
into the sea below the line of low water. 
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HENRY WATTERSON'’S LAMBS. 

The touching epitaph that was carved by 
some philosophic soul upon the infant’s 
tombstone, ‘‘ Since I so soon am done for, I 
wonder what I was begun for,” may be con- 
templated with great profit by Mr. Hznar 
Watterson, shepherd of 100,000 con- 
tingent lambs, as plain Henry Wart 
son, editor of the Louisville Cowrier- 
Journal. Mr. W. was an ornament to his 
profession and made a good newspaper, but 
there has been blood upon the moon ever 
since the Congressional bee lit in his bonnet 


to Washington upon the 14th of February.

But the confidence of this unhappy people in 
their conqueror was wholly misplaced. The 
people were disarmed and handed over to the 
rule of a military aristocracy, colonists of the 

called Dahis, who tvrannized over them 
most gomercifully. The religion of ISsLAu 

was tolerated, and those of the nobles 

who would not apostatize were murdered or 
robbed of all their possessions, and degraded to 
the rank of peasants or rayahs. Those who 
ted to deny their faith were allowed to 
their lands and other privileges, and 

were called Turks. But the peasantry were 
subjected to every imaginable insult and indig- 
pity; every fifth year their most promis- 
ing boys were taken by conscription 
to recruit the Sultan’s armies, their wives, and 
and sisters were torn from them at 

the caprice of the brutal Mussulman, no life 
y was ever safe, and a system of 

under the name of taxation, reduced 

the land to a condition of actual beggary. For 
pearly three centuries Servia was indeed one 
of the dark places of the earth, full of the 
pabitations of cruelty,” and, from the deep 
of barbarism that had settled upon her, 

it seemed hardly possible that she should ever 


vigor for a year and a half, when he died. On 
his death is 


the citizens, and for a time there seemed to be 
danger of more war. But diplomacy on the 
part of the Great Powers who preside over the 
fortunes of Turkey prevented, and the Sultan 
soon after withdrew the Mohammedan soldiery, 
and allowed the Serbs to garrison their own 
forts. Prince Micnazl then set to work to de- 
velop the resources of the country; churches, 
schools, and colleges were built, mines and rail- 
ways were projected. He also organized a 
Servian army. Arms were smuggled in from 
Russia, and an arsenal was established at 
Kraguevatz, where new arms were made and 
old ones repaired. In 1875 the standing army 
of Servia contained 4,720 men, with a reserve 
force of 150,490. There is also a small body of 
cavalry and an artillery corps. 

June 10, 1868, Prince MicHaz. was assassi- 
nated, it was supposed by conspirators in favor 
of the deposed dynasty of Kara-Grorer- 
vircu. However, the plot, if there was one, 
was frustrated by the vrompt action of the 
Government, and the present Prince, Man 
OBRENOVITCH, the nephew of Prince Mionant, 
was inaugurated. This Prince has established a 
firm hold upon the affections of the people, and 
steadily, though not very rapidly, the resources 
of the country have been developed. But the 
country has hardly yet recovered from the ef- 
fect of the centuries of tyranny and oppression 
that she has suffered. Give her another genera- 
tion of peace and freedom and free Servia will, 
without a doubt, take an honored place among 
the nations of Europe. C.

= 1718, at the close of the war that Lzorotp 
of Germany waged against the Turks, by the 
treaty of Passarovitz, Servia was ceded to Aus- 
tria, and the Serbs now enjoyed twenty years of 
peace and quietness. During this breathing- 
space they repaired their roads, restored their 
ruined and desecrated churches, and did all 
they could to repair the losses that they 
bad suffered. But the Austrians, too weak to 
gold the country, were forced to yield the peo- 
de again to their old furious foes, the Dahis. 
‘p despair 37,000 families left their native coun- 
gy and cmigrated łodily into Austria. 

In 1798, the Dahis themselves rebelled against 
the Sultan, who, in attempting to bring them to 
terms, armed the Christians against them. At 
this all Turkey was in an uproar, furious at the 
arming of Christians to fight against true be- 
levers. But the Christians, after they had aid- 
ed to put down the Dahi rebellion, objected to re- 
turning to their previous condition of servitude, 


gether. This class, however, having made peace 
with the Sultan, returned to their old places, 
burning with revenge against the revolted peas- 
utry. Then began the struggle, which lasted 
jor years, and can scarcely be said to be ended 
nen now. 

In 1804, a Servian peasant, ealled. on account 
u his dark complexion, Kara GOR (Black 
Gz0RGE), escaped to the mountains, leaving a 
dome desolated by the Turks, and became a 
brigand.

| the Dahis became more fierce in their opprés- 
son of the ravahs, but only succeeded in driy- 
ing moremen to the mountains. Thousands of 
patriots fled to join the gathering, and a general 
revolt was determined upon. But a Chief was 
necessary, and a vast gathering was held to 
choose one. Kara Gronda was chosen by the 
universal cry of the patriots, but at first he de- 
clined.

That the Dahis should leave Servia, and the 
Government be conducted by a Pasha nominated 
directly by the Sultan; that all the new imposts 
hitherto levied by the Dahis should be abolished 
and only such taxes paid hereafter as were fixed 
by the Sultan's firman of 1793; that courts of 
justice should be established in all cantons ; that the 


These terms were certainly not unreasonable, 
but the Sulta: would not hear of any change in 
the existing order of things, and sent an army 
to reduce the rebels to submission. While this 
strugvle was still going on, war broke out be- 
tween Russia and Turkey, and the Sultan sud- 
denly became very anxious to make peace with 
the Servians. But, at the instigation of Russia, 
the Serbs declared their indépendence, and re- 
fused even to pay tribute. This was s great 
mistake on the part of Servia, because it not 
only provoked the Syltan, but also promoted 
civil dlasenslons.

“In three days from the extinction of the 
gun,“ says John F. W. Herschel, commenting 
upon this passage, “ there would in all proba- 
bility not be a vestige of animrl or vegetable 
life on the globe.“ And this sun is the source 
of the light which we see and the heat which we 
feel; the generator of a force of which we are 
made conscious through the medium of our 
senses ; the garment, as Schiller says, with which 
we are clothed. It is this light which we hope 
to be able to utilize, not as blind and passive 
recipients of its beneficent influences, but, like 
Franklin, with the power to compel. What is 
licht! Isit mate particles of impalpable 
tenuity sent forth from the luminous body, 
or a rapid succession of undulations or 
vibrations of a subtle aud elastic 
ether—a form of motion! What is beat! A 
form of motion also, and the same is true of 
electricity and magnetism, of the chemical and 
the molecular forces. They are all correlated, 
to use an expression first used by Mr. Grove, 
and transformable one into the other, their 
energies unalterable by their mutual action. 

We have referred to the twin stars, suns like 
our suns, and know they have different colors— 
not appearing so from the effect of contrast, 
put really so, like topazand sapphire, like the 
orange and the lilac. Our sun, on the other 
hand, is white, which is a combination of a con- 
siderable number of tinted rays, the principal of 
which are red, orange, yellow, green, ring! 
and violet. These rays, like the alkaloids 
opium, are capable of producing different effects 
upon animal and vege:abie life—some heat, 
some light, some chemical action. United the 
produce the combined effects—calorific, lum!- 
nous, and actinic.. William Herschel passed a 
thermometer from the violet to the red extrem- 
ity of the solar spectrum, and found that the 
temperature increased very notably from violet 
to red. The reverse is true of the chem ical ef- 
fect of the rays, the chemical effect, as Dr. 
Wollaston and others have demonstrated, being 
at the extreme violet end. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that tnese different effects as 
well asthe different colors are but the conse- 

uence of different lengths of a wave or undu- 
lation of ether—the longest waves gene 
the extreme red, the shortest the extreme 
violet.

“JOE WAS MIGHTY corn,“ 
said a Clark street plumber to whom a TRIBUNE 
reporter had shown the above bill. He played 
it mighty sharp. The prices he charges here 
are generally just about what other plumbers 
— nave charged, but with a e difference 
in favor ef Joe’s pocket. This difference would 
not be detected by any other than a practical 
plumber, but, when you put the items all to- 
and add them up, it makes Joe’s profit 
something handsome. Now, on the first sec- 
tion of the bill he deducts 40 per cent, but even 
with that deduction there's a clear profit of 15 
per cent. Tue same thing is true of the 
for the tees and the waste-pipe.”’ 

„How about that charge for the half-circle 
Italian marble slabs and backs, which Hogan 
claims were very ex ve, because he had to 

‘take a square block of marble and saw out 
enough to make it fit the ventilating-snaft?’’ 

“That ch is about right, and for that 
reason. But following that come the charges 
for traps and serews. Now, where Joe charges 
81.50 for a one-and-a-halt-inch P trap and screw, 
most plumbers would have been giad to furnish 
them at 61.5. Atwo-jinch 8 .trap and screw 
ought to be furnished for „ but Joe 
charges $2.50. For the hve-inch S trap and screw 
he charges $6, when he ought to charge no more 
than $5. Then he charges $3 for a two-and-a- 
half-inch 8 trap, while almost any other 
man would have put it inat $2.50. Fora four- 
inch P trap he’s get down $4, instead of $3, 
which would be a very fair price. A one-and-a- 
half-inch S trap and screw is put in at $2, while 
it ought not to cost more than $1.50. By just 
such little tricks as that Joe has managed toget 
in his work at prices which would not excite the 
suspicion of the Commissioners, who probabl 
don’t know an about plumbing, but whic 
do look a little like stretching it when a plumber 
gets hold of the bill and goes through it.” 

ow ABOUT THE CHARGES FOR mus!“ 

“ That’s where the puzzle comes in. You will 
notice that this bill charges up 23544 days’ time 
for the plumbers and helpers, at a day. 
The rate is all right. But this bill is from the 
15th of May to the 8th of oy inclusive, a pe- 
riod of about seven weeks. Now, if they only 
did the work laid out in this bill, that charge 
for time is about three times as great as it 
— have been. — 2 a —2 of which 22 

é is quite e—quite capable. You 
will notice, too, t he puts in the gas-fitters at 
$3.50 a day, and the labor at $2, making a tota! 
charge for the two of $5.50. Now, the 
fitters and the labor, or the helpers 
as they § reall are, should go in 
together at just $4 a day,—which would make a 
considerable difference in the whole amount. 
Further down, I find a charge of $3.85 for two 
cape-chisels and a centre-punch. Who in the 
world ever before heard of a plumber e ug 
the county for his tools He had no right under 
the sun to run them in. An honest man would 
have furnished all his tools, and would not have 
expected to charge a cent for it. The sink-bolt, 

collar and plug for the bath-tub, and the 
east-iron but for the tubs, should come with the 
tubs, and should not de charged extra. The 
manufacturers expect to furnish them with 
the lot at no extra charge. No plumber 
that | ever heard of, except Joe Hogan, would 
charge for resin or solder-pots. He would er- 
pect to furnish them, and be glad to do it, too, 
without charging the county for them; put, as 
I said before, Joe is quite capable of figuring 
up everything, no matter how small it appears, 
and the little things are the ones that make up 
the sums. They are what tells in the lo 
run. So much as to prices. But the steal, 
there is any, comes in under the 
CHARGES FOR QUANTITY. 
What they did with all that stuff out there it 
would puzzle the sharpest kind of a 
— 2 to say. It is hard to see 
it could have all been used up, 
—— oo yee that * makes it so much more 
xing when you reup the time. For, 
8 it wasn’t all — the time allowed is 
tvo much, er the men must have stood around 
with their hands in their pockets to fill up time.

The reader will observe two overcharges in the 
bill. The first occurs in the item of brass strain- 
ers at 35 cents apiece. Four of them arecharged, 
but the Committee, in going over the bij), found 
that only two bad been furnished, and the bill 
was corrected accordingly.

A NEW FEATURE IN BANK STATEMENTS. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

Pirtssune, Pa., Jan. 25.—A scrutiny of some of 
the Nationa] Bank statements recently published 
reveals a rather novel feature in bank book-keep- 
ing, by which, when s bank has been forced to 
make ite dividends out of its surplus profits of a 
preceding period, that fact may be covered up in 
ite statement. A gantleman who has examined the 
statements of the Pittsburg banks recently made by 
order of the Comptroller of the Currency, dis- 
covered this feature: In the statements of four of 
the leading banks the item of ‘* premiums paid” 
has increased $103,000 during the past year, while 
the item of Government bonds, on which the pre- 
miums are supposed to have been paid, has de 
creased $553,000. One bank, which hela $450, 000 
of bondsa yearago, and had nothing charged to 
premiame paid, now holds but $300,000 of bonds 
and has $16,062 charged to premiums. The object 
of these fictitions charges is, of course, that the 
item of profits on the other side of the account 
may be swelled by like sums, so that the dividends 
of the banks may appear to have been earned dur- 
ing the period in which these charges have been 
made. 

Now, while the premiums on the Government 
bonds held by these banks are a reliable asset to a 
much greater amount than the sums charged under 
that head, and while the banks have an undoubted 
right to make their dividends from previons un- 
divided profits, this practice of manipulating their 
statements to hide the fact from the public should 
be stopped at once. We do not know whether 
it has been tried elsewhere than in the instances 
alluded to; but it is likely to spread unless 
public opinion makes it impossible. The object of 
the National Bank statements is to furnish reliable 
information asto their condition; and to swell 
their profits on paper by fictitious charges on the 
other side of the account, isto defeat that object 
in 2 very important respect. This first step in 
cooking the statements which have hitherto been 
the great feature of the national banking system 
ought to be summarily arrested; and we look to an 
enlightened public opinion in the banking interest 
to see that it is made impossible in the fu- 
ture. C.

There was some talk Saturday about requesting 
the Directors of the Board of Trade to appoints 
committee to make an official ‘‘ count ot the stocks 
of provisions in this city.

The leading produce markets were generally 
lower yesterday, wheat and flour being the princi- 
pal exceptions to the rule, and there was a large 
aggregate of business transacted, the volume of 
trading being considerably greater than is usual on 
Saturday. The near approach of the close of the 
month had some little to do with this, a few par- 
ties being anxious to close up before February de- 
liveries are inorder. But the balk of the trading 
was in March and subsequent months, and there 
was no pressure to sell for speedy delivery, so that 
the weakness was due to other causes. There was 
no special strength at other points, about the only 
telegraphic reason for higher prices being the re- 
port of à decline thtee-sixteeniha in British con- 
sola. The shipping movement was rather slow. 

The dry-goods market displayed a reasonable 
degree of activityand a firm, healthy tone. Prints, 
bleached and brown cottons, ticks, drills, denims, 
and some other lines are still working upward. In 
the grocery market there was a liberal movement, 
and previous figures were fully sustained, except 
for sugars. The feeling among holders of coffees 
was more confident, in response to the firmer tone 
of advices from the seaboard.

ment of the Hon. Thomas Drummond, Circait 
Judge of the Seventh Judicial District. 

Resolved, That we make this recommendation 
and request in view of the long and excellent judi- 
clal service rendered by Judge Drummond, extend- 
ing over a period of more than aquarter of a cen- 
tury, the high legal attainments and extensive ex- 
— of Judge Drummond, and his exalted and 
spotiees character as jurist and citizen in both pri- 
vate and public life. 

Resolved, That we believe such vacancy should 
be filled by an appointment from this circuit of 
some resident therein, —one familiar with the con- 
dition and requirements of the great States com- 
prising the circuit, and indentified with their prog- 
ress and interests; and that in our opinion no one 
can better meet these conditions than Ju Drum- 
mond; while in virtue of his long and faithful ser- 
vices on the Bench none is so well entitled to the 
honor of this appointment, and none will better fill 
and grace this exalted station. 

Reeolved, That we will useall proper means to 
secure this merited appointment, and that we ask 
the members of the Bar throughout the circuit, and 
members of the comganities generally, to join us 
in urging that Judge immond be appointed to 
fill this vacancy whensoever the same shall occur. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be printed, and

PROBATE COURTS. 

The next bill taken up was for an act to estab- 
lish Probate Courts. e main objection to it 
was that it was not competent for the Legisla- 
ture to make the operation of a law in any 
county dependent 2 * the will of any one 
man; a law would unconstitutional if its 
operation depended upon the discretion of one 
man. The bill as agreed upon has the follow- 
ing among other sections: 

SzcTion 1. That there may be in each of the 
counties of this State, now created and organized. 
or which may hereafter be created or organized, 
and having a n of over 50,000, a Court of 
Record, to styled the Probate Court of —— 
County. Said court shall have a seal and a clerk, 
styled Probate Clerk. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the County Judge of any 
county having a population of over 50,000 inhab- 
itante shall consider it necessary that a Probate 
Court be established for such county, he shall upon 
his own motion enter an order of record in his 
court. finding such fact and ordering the Clerk 
of his court to give paublie notice 
of such finding by advertisement in some daily or 
weekly newspaper printed in the English language 
in said county once a week, for at least three con- 
secutive weeks, the first advertisement to be at 
least six weeks prior to the day when the Judge of 
said Probate Coart is to be elected, a certificate of 
such publication shall be filed in said County 
Clerk's office and recorded in the records of said 
County Court. After such order shall have been 
made and such notice given the Probate Court of 
such county shall thenceforth be deemed to be or- 
ganized under this act. 

Sec. 3. After the organization of each Probate 
Court, a Probate Judge and a Probate Clerk of 
such county or counties shall be elected at the 
same time and in the same manner as County 
Judge, arid their terms of office shall be the same 
—— as the term of County Judge, and each 
shall enter uponithe duties of his office on the first 
Monday of mber after bis election, and shall 
hold his office for four years and until his successor 
is electea and qualised 

Sec. 16. Count Probate J may inter- 
change with e other. and may court for 
each other, ann perform eachfother'’s duties, when 
they find it necessary or convenient.

The eye of a 
beast is restless from natural habit, but 
hardly more 80 than that of savage man. 
Cats, birds, and many other animals seek, 
rather than avoid, a friendly human eye. It is 
possible that tigers may have been turned away 
by an unflinching gaze, but I suspect the secret 
lay in the surprise of the beast at so unusual an 
experience, rather than in direct intimidation. 
Thieves are said to have the belief that a dog, 
for the same reason, will not attack a naked 
man; but I do not remember 1 account of a 
bur 15 they have tried the experiment. 
Cattle, however, are easily surprised. Once, in

THE NEW EXODUS. 
THE IDEA RIDICULED IN NEW YORK. 
New York World. 

There is a report that the Jews are again 
crowding back to Palestine.“ A Writer in the 
Cincinnati Commercial says there are “ many 
closed Jewish houses in London. The whole 
region from Dan to Beersheba is crowded with 
immigrant Jews from all parts of the world.“ 
Conversations with the leading Jewish minis- 
ters and professional men of this city show that 
there is no truth whatever in these reports, 
exceptin this, 
13 2 1 
altogether of “immigrants from all parts of 
the world,“ who have settled in Palestine so as 
to benefit by the numerous charities which 
enable them to live there in idleness and pauper- 
ism. The wholesale and indiscriminate alms- 
giving for the relief of the poor of Jerusalem 
has added to the population, which, as a class, 
is thoroughly lazy and good-for-nothing. As to 
the idea of a general return of the Jews to Pal- 
estine, it is scouted as absurd and improbable in 
the highest degree. With the exception of a 
very few orthodox people, the Jews, asa religi- 
ous sect, have long since given up all expecta- 
tion of ever returning to the Holy Land, and the 
thought of returning now and founding a Jew- 
ish state has, it is said, never existed, save in 
the imagination of some very visionary people. 

Mr. Lewis May, the senior member of the 
banking firm of May & King, and President of 
the Temple Emmanuel, the largest and riehest 
Jewish congregation in the country, said yester- 
day to the writer: The Jews are more apt to 
invest in Fifth avenue lots than in Jerusalem 
real estate. I should advise you to sell short 
any Jordan River front lots you may happen to 
have. I think the general feeling of the Jews 
is that New York is good enough for them, and 
that Bloomingdale is good enough for the 
authors of these perennial rumors of a return 
of the Jewish people to Palestine.“ 

Another well-known Jewish banker ridiculed 
the report in a very humorous vein. He said:

The Universalists have in this country 22 State- 
Conventions, 69 associations, 880 parishes, em- 
bracing 4,029 families, 656 church organizations, 
having 82,947 members, 640 Sunday-schools, with 
50,643 teachers and scholars, and 756 church 
buildings.

The property would 
hardly bring that amount if it were offered b 
auctlon. Another church, still less wealthy, fs 
mortgaged for $70,000, 


The results of Christian missions in heathen 
lands are summed up in one of the journals as 
follows: There are 31,000 Iaborers of all kinds; 
Christian education is given to 600,000 youths 
of both sexes; 273,000 natives are com- 
municants of Christian bodies; there are 4,500 
Christian congregations; and a population 
numbering in all 1,350,000 has opted the 
Christian name. Over 90,000 Fijians gather 
regularly for worship on the Lord’s Day, who, 
within a score of years, feasted on human 
flesh. In 1860 2 had only a few 
hundred scattered and persecuted converts. 
Now the Queen and her Prime Minister, with 
more than 200,000 of her subjects, ure ad- 
herents of Christianity. The largest parish in 
the world, numbering 4,500 members, is in Hilo, 
on the Island of Hawaii, not fifty years removed 
from the most debasing savagery. In more 
than 300 islands of Polynesia, heathenism has 
been entirely swept away by the Gospel.

their buildings were grievously dilapidated. 

Thousands of Communes, he said, were with- 
out priests. In twenty-seven Dioveses out of 
the ninety in France, 1,933 were thus destitute, 
and other Dioceses swelled the number to 3,000. 
Aged priests were without any provision for 
superannuation. This parsimony toward religion 
was unworthy of France. At the very e 
when the country needed 3,498 additional priests, 
the Chamber proposed to abolish 300 seminary 
scholarships. This reduction would be a blow 
to the poor, for since the Church had lost ber 
possessions, fewer of the rich ontered holy 
orders, but the people remained faithful to her. 
The clergy remembered that they sprang from 
the people, and Peter and Paul consoled them 
for the contempt they encountered on earth. 

Country schoolmasters are now paid 1,000 
francs per year, thanks to an augmentation 
granted by the late Assembly, which was styled 
„he Catholic Assembly; “ but the present Re- 
publican Chamber had refused to make a sim- 
ilar concession to country priests. The latter 
could not live on 900 francs, and they actually 
died of want. In his Diocese he had lost thirty- 
three priests under 35 years of age. As for fees 
for private masses they were very rare, and he 
was forced to procure his priests from distant 
countries. The supplementary allowances by 
municipalities were also becoming less and less 
frequent. As for the casual fees with which the 
clergy were often twitted, they were less con- 
siderable than was supposed, and they were in- 
——— to the maintenance of certain par- 

es. 

Even the situation of Paris was pitiable. In 
the Parish of Ste. Marguerite, for instance 
nine priests had to share the 900 francs accorded 
by the State. Village priests, it was said, might 
be assisted by the rich, but the peasant did not 
like being indebted for his religion to the squire.

THE DRAMA. 
CHICAGO. 
TUE REVIVAL OF As YOU LIKE rr.” 

The principal event of the week at the thea- 
tres was the performance of “ As You Like It” 
by Mr. McVicker’s company, assisted by Miss 
Louise Pomeroy. There is not one of Shak- 
speare’s plays which appeals more to the popu- 
lar intelligence than this. The poetry, the 
philosophy, the humor of the characters are of 
the obvious kind. The brief chronicies of love lu- 
dicrously illustrated appeal to the sympathies of 
all men and women. There is no other 
play which so thoroughly exposes the 
weak side of the tender passion. Hosalind and 
Orlando, Celia and Oliver, habe and Sylvius, 
Audrey and Touchstone, are very different crea- 
tures subdued to the same condition by a com- 
mon ailment. Then there is the melancholy 
Jaques. Man delights not him nor woman 
neither. In his own person he enforces the 
apothegm of Hosalind, that Men have died 
from time to time and worms have eaten them, 
but not for love.“ He has been disappointed in 
love, and remains as a keen.cynic to mock 
at that which he cannot enjoy. The 
quality of semi-humorous love-making in 
which “As You Le It” abounds 
should of itself make the play a favorite. It 
ought always, one would think, to be preferred 
to Romeo and Juliet,“ even by the young and 
very romantic. Aside from its comprehensive 
treatment of amatory passions, in all their 
breadth and humor, it contains some of the 
most profound philosophy and much of the 
most exquisite poetry in the English language. 
The development of the story is easier and 
more natural thanin many other of Shakspeare’s 
plays, and the issue of all is happier.

AT HOME. 
THE HERSHEY HALL CONCERTS. 

The second concert of the series inaugurating 
the new Hershey Music-Hall was given on 
Thursday evening, and attended by a good audi- 
ence of the musical connoisseurs of the city. 
The concert calls for but little criticism, except, 
perhaps, with regard to the programme, which, 
considering the severe nature of most of the 
music, was somewhat too long. With the 
encores, there were but nineteen numbers, and 
when it is considered that the Schumann 
Trio in D minor in four movements, 
the Beethoven Sonata, op. 10, No. 3, also in 
four movements, andthe long Bach Chaconne 
for violin were among them, it will readily be 
seen that the programme really contained 80 
much music that digestion was rather difficult. 
We have already expressed our opinion of Mr. 
Sherwood’s playing, and see nothing in his per- 
formance of that evening to lead us to change 
it. His numbers were the Beethoven Sonata, 
op. 10, No. 3, the Menuetto and Rondo of which 
he played very effectively; Bach’s Prelude and 
Fugue in C sharp major, Mendelssohn’s 
Song Without Words in G major, No. . 
and Moscheles’ dashing Etude in D minor, all 
included in one number; a Song Without Words, 
ol his own composition, which it seems to us 
would have been much more aptly named a Fan- 
tasie Caprice; Rheinberger’s highly effective 
two-part Fugue in G minor; Chopin’s Nocturne 
in F sharp major, and the Black Key Study; 
Liszt’s Etude *‘ Waldesrauschen,” which was 
substituted for the Von Bulow Waltz, and Liszt’s 
transcription of the “‘Isolden’s Liebes-Tod“ 
from Wagner. Of these numbers his playing of 
the last two, as well as of the Rheinberger 
Fugue and the Moscheles Study, was superb. 
Miss Drasdil sang Beethoven's impres- 
sive aria, In questa Tomba and Rossini’s 
familiar Di Tanti Palpiti,“ with all the wealth, 
richness, depth, and strength of her glorious 
voice, and with a grandeur of style that reduces 
nearly all other altos to pigmies. For an encore 
to her first number she sang Ferdinand Huler's 
noble Prayer“ with a dignity and truth worthy 
of its sublime measures. The remaining num- 
bers were the Schuman Trio in D minor played 
in excellent style by Messrs. Wolfsohn, Lewis, 
and Eichheim; the Bach Chaconne for violin, 
which Mr. Lewis gave at the first concert; and 
Mendelssohn’s Garland“ and Abt’s song, 
„My Heart Is Thy Home,” which were sung by 
Mr. Wilkie in a manner that would indicate 
he should put himself under some first- 
class voice-teacher if he would not in- 
jure his naturally fine and telling voice. 

ese two concerts complete the series which 
have inaugurated the Hershey Hall, and it is 
now fairly launched upon the musica) tide un- 
der the happiest auspices. The character of the 
concerts, the manner in which the programmes 
have been made up, the music of these pro- 
grammes, and the manner in which they have 
one their work, speak well for the school. 
There were a fine taste, an excellence of judg- 
ment, and a musical completeness about the 
whole affair that are unusual in Chicago con- 
certs. They will take their place as among the 
best ever given in thecity. We wish we could 
say as much of 
THE FARINI-PAPPENHEIM CONCERT, 
but a strict regard to correctness compels us to 
say that, altbough tlie programme abounded in 
performers, the interest of the entertainment 
centred on Mme. Pappenheim, Mr. Liebling, and 
Mr. Bowen. The concert was a curiosity in one 
namely, that while the audiences were 
almost exclusively German, the programme 
was almost exclusively made up of selections 
from Italian opera, Verdi ＋— agin I Mme. 
Pappenheim is by no means unknown in Shica- 
go. She was here last season and established 
for herself. a most excellent reputation as an 
artist, and ingratiated herself casily into the 
good graces of concert-goers. She is one 
of those robust dramatic sopranos with 
whom the stage is by no means overstocked, and 
combines with her luxuriant volume and 
strength avery smooth and rich quality of 
voice. If we were to criticise her at all. we 
should say that there is a tendency to heaviness 
and slowness in her singing, which was specially 
manifested on Friday evening in the tempos of 
her aria of Robert the Devil,”’ and Schubert’s 
„Troeckne Blume,“ that detracted from the 
brilliancy of the one and the beauty of the 
other. Mr. Liebling’s performance was 
chiefly remarkable as a pursuit of music 
under difficulties. He is entitled to great 
credit for a most excellent rform- 
ance upon a most excruciatingly bad 
instrument. The other performer of the trio 
we have mentioned, Mr. Frank A. Bowen, sig- 
nslized a new departure by making a bold jum 
from ballad singing to operatic arias, and wit 
so large a degree of success as to give encour- 
ent that he will excel in his new venture. 
e second concert. which wasto have taken 
place last evening, has been indefinitely post- 
poned, 2 to a wrangle of the management 
with Mme. Pappenheim. Pappenheim wrangles 
are getting to be distressingly frequent. 
The present week will be memorable for re- 
turn of 
MME. ESSIPOFF, 
who gives two concerts at the new Hershey Hall 
on Monday and Wednesday evenings, assisted 
by M. Vivien and Miss Palma. As she will have 
the use of one of the finest instruments 
ever made in this country, and will play in a 
hall much better adapted to her than the New 
Chicago Theatre, those who heard her before 
will naturally desire to hear her again. We sin- 
cerely hope for the sake of our reputation for 
musical taste, if for no other reason, that the 
great artist will be welcomed by large audiences.

1 cannot go into particulars 
among 20,000, but may rouse the ire of old-book 
seckers by saying that Plutarch’s Lives,” a 
scarce edition printed in/1656, brought only 
$7.50; “Lord Napier’s Memoirs of Himself,” 
a private edition in 1798, only $7; and Sir Bulbe 
Grevil’s Lite of the Renowned Sir Philip Syd- 
ney,”’ dated London, 1552, only $2.25. Slightly 
better treatment was accorded irving’s “ Life 
of Washington,” a large paper copy with India 
proof portrait, which sold for $50; and Hou- 
broken’s “Lives of the Painters,” dated 
Amsterdam, 1718, which brought $22.75.

EFFECTS OF THE BROOKLYN FIRE.

MUNICIPAL SALARIES. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Tonk, Jan. 24.—Mr. Langbein has in- 
troduced at Albany a bill not less favored by 
the taxpayers than opposed by ‘the officehold- 
ers of this city. Hy its provisions the municipal 
salaries are reduced to the amount of $456,150. 
This desirable result is accamplished both by 
lessening the number and pay of officials, prin- 
cipally by the latter method. Among the 
changes the following are the more important: 
The Mayor wilf receive $10,000 instead of $12,- 
000; the Corporation Counsel, $8,000 instead 
of $15,000; the Commissioner of Public Works, 
$6,000 instead of $10,000; the President of the 
Board of Police, $6,000 instead of $8,000; the 
President of the Fire Department, $5,000 
instead of $7,500; the President of the 
Health Department, $4,500 instead of 
$6,500; the President of the Common Council, 
$2,500, instead of $5,000; the Aldermen, $2,000 
instead of $4,000; the Superintendent of Build- 
ings, $3,500 instead of $6,500; the Chamberlain, 
$6,000 for salary and $4,000 for clerks instead of 
$30,000; Police Court Justices, $6,000 instead of 
$8,000; Justices of the Supreme Court, $4,000 
instead of $11,000; Justices of the Superior 
Court and Common Pleas, $10,000 instead of 
$15,000; the City Judge, $8,000 instead of 
$15,000; the clerks and subordinates of the 
Mayor’s office, $10,000 instead of $32,000; the 
employes of the Aldermen, $10,000 instead of 
$20,000; the Corporation Attorney, $4,000 in- 
stead of $6,000; the Commissioner of Jurors, 
$4,000 instead of $15,009; and the President of 
the College of the City of New York, $6,000 in- 
stead of $8,750 

THE MOST TENDER SPOT TOUCHED 

by the bill is unquestionably located in the 
Board of Aldermen. That any man should 
dare even to propose the division of an Alder- 
man’s salary is indeed an unusual show of 
temerity, and will be punished, if the outraged 
Conncilmen can bring it about, in properly se- 
vere manner. True, the proposed reduction 
would save the city $44,500, but what is that 
when compared with the possible loss of the 
Board? Forit must be remembered that it 
costs money to get elected, even im the easiest 
wards, and that $2,000 woula be no inducement 
at all to aman who realized that the great ring 
and great jobs had passed beyond his reach. 

The heaviest reduction, in reality, falls upon 
the judiciary. In the Superior Court and Court 
of Common Pleas $60,000 would be saved; in 
the Supreme Court, $87,500; in the police 
cohrts, $22,000; in the civil courts, $22,500; and 
in the clerks and attendants of the civil courts, 
$79,400; making a total of $221,400 in these de- 
partments of justice, or nearly one-half of the 
entire reduction. The salaries of three Fire 
Commissioners, amounting now to $12,500, are 
abolished; also those of two Health Commis- 
sioners, who received $3,500 each. Three Tax 
Commissioners, who were paid $11,500 in agvre- 
gate, and three Dock Commissioners, who drew 
$8,000, are disposed of in equally summary 
style. 

Strenuous efforts will be made to secure the 
passage of this bill. The leading business men 
are aroused to the necessity of athorough re- 
form in the City Government, and there is a 
thoroughly practical moyement in tkat di- 
rection. 

THE MUNICIPAL SOCIETY 

has already conferred with the heads of various 
departments, and met with so cordial reception 
that it was decided to call on the Mayor and 
Comptroller, to express the interest felt by 
the Committee in the Government of this city, 
and to tender to these gentlemen its cordial 
sympathy and co-operation in the discharge of 
their official duties. Among the members of 
this Society are such men as William Cullen 
Bryant, John Jay, Theodore Roosevelt, William 
Orton, Oswald Ottendorfer, David Dows, How- 

Potter, Horace B. Claflin, William H. Ap- 
pleton, Joseph H. Choate, and Levi P. Morton. 

Much hope in regard to the improvement in 
city affairs is founded on the position taken by 
Mayor Ely, who is emphatic in the assertion 
that it is highly needful to simplify the City Gov- 
ernment.’ He favors, moreover, a distribution of 
powers among the different departments, and 
the cutting down of the number of Commis- 
sioners, not seeing why one head would not 
suit in some of the departments as well as three 
or four. Better still, the Mayor, who has been 
diligently studying the present system in all its 
details, is convinced that the city could get on 
quite as well with half the number of employes 
now engaged. In nearly all points, therefore, 
he is professedly in warm sympathy with the 
propositions presented by Mr. Langbein. He 
must be excepted also, in company with some 
other of the higher officials, from the list of 
those who oppose the reduction in salaries.

Speaking of city affairs, in connection with an 
address made by Mr. Cowdin to the Assembly, 
an evening paper editorially indulges in these 
plain remarks:
